Street railway fares in many cities must 
be increased in the near future, or some limit 
must be placed upon the service to be furnish¬ 
ed for one fare. 

This is the unanimous jud^ent of street 
railway men, and all others who nave thorough¬ 
ly studied traction conditions as they exist 
throughout the country. 

Financial statements of individual compan¬ 
ies and sutistics compiled by the United 
Census Bureau for the whole country show 
clearly that the companies will be unable to 
meet the constantly increasing demands for 
service add the increasing cost of production 
and atlll continue to carry passengers at pre- 
’sent unrenumerative rates of fare. 

Reduction of operation costs has reached 
its limit For yeafs, la^iu ail over the 
country have studied every little detail in 
every branch of stteet railway operation to re¬ 
duce its cost Every economy that practical 
experience and scientific skill could devise 
has been applied. 

Much money has been saved in this 
manner, but the saving has been more than 
offset by the higher cost of materials, labor, 
fuel and the other items of expense. In spite 
of all economy, the cost of service has beco.ue 
steadily greater and is cwtantly increasing. 


Street railway men of long experience 
and experts are convinced that there can be 
no further reduction of operating costa except 
by cutting wages. Therefore Aey, feel ripit. 
relief must be found in higher fares, or limita¬ 
tion of service. 

Among those who have studied the sub- 
iect seriously it is agreed that unless preseat 
conditions are changed the cities will- be 
obliged, in time, to provide their own strdet 
railway service by municipal ownership aad. 
operation. Under this planall deficits woaU 
be made good from the public funds.
